(Minn, Ins. Rept.Serv.). ILLINOIS - Pupation nearly complete in 
southern area, emergence underway. One egg mass on sweet corn 

in East St, Louis area, Pupation almost 50 percent in south central 
area and from 0 to «0 percent from central area northward. (Decker).

CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - ARIZONA - Heavily infesting 
maturing sweet corn at Yuma despite control measures. (Ariz. Coop. 
Rept,). TEXAS - Unusually abundant in corn in-Calhoun County, 
medium in corn and sorghum in Denton County. (Cook, Chada, Davis). 
OKLAHOMA - Som einjury to alfalfa. (Walton). FLORIDA - One 
_larva per corn plant in Citrus County. (Condo). No entries in ears 
of corn noted at Zellwood. (Wilson). 


WIREWORMS - MINNESOTA - As high as five per hill of corn near 
Slayton in Murray County. One wireworm per four hills of corn in 
one field in Nobles County. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). 


CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaétocnerma pulicaria) - DELAWARE - In- 
creasing on corn. (Late News). MARYLAND - Light on Eastern 

Shore and southern area, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ILLINOIS - Appearing 
in corn. (Decker), MISSOURI - Three to 5 adults per corn plant 

in several fields in southern two-thirds of State. (Kyd, Thomas). - 


SUGARCANE BORER (Diatraea saccharalis) - LOUISIANA - Infestation 
generally heavy over cane belt. Most larvae in last instar. Second- 
generation larvae should begin showing up in large numbers around 
June 15-20, (Dugas, Burns). 


YELLOW SUGARCANE APHID (Sipha flava) - FLORIDA - Colonies of 
200 to 500 on single leaves of sugarcane in planting at Clewiston; 
however, population generally low. Some decline in populations on 
pangola grass in the Everglades, (Genung). 


SEED-CORN MAGGOT (Hylemya cilicrura) - DELAWARE - Severe 
loss to corn in several areas, (Late News). NEBRASKA - First 
report of damage from Dawson County. (Roselle). 


SUGARCANE BEETLE (Euetheola rugiceps) - MISSISSIPPI - Damage 
to corn in Winston and Jones Counties, (Hutchins, Pepper).

PLUM CURCULIO (Conotrachelus nenuphar) - GEORGIA - A 2,3 per- 
cent infestation found in Peach County, which is lightest in 19 years 

of records. General infestation in peach drop lighter than last year 
and considerably lighter than average year, (Snapp). INDIANA - 
Light in commercial peach orchards in Vincennes area. (Hamilton), 
Still active at Orleans. (Marshall), ILLINOIS - Second brood may 
appear in southern area last of June. (Chandler). MICHIGAN - 
None jarred from plum trees May 25-26 at East Lansing, Ionia and 
Grand Rapids, (Hutson),

moisture in locally dry areas of Indiana, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Minnesota and the ‘northern Great Plains, In central and southern 
Iowa many small streams were overflowing as a result of rains 
totaling 4 inches or more. -In Oklahoma the moisture situation is now 
the best in many.months and dry weather is needed for the maturity and 
harvesting of small grains, 


The weck was dry in the Far Southwest, but due to previous rains, 
crops are generally in average or better than average condition, 
Precipitation was also light in extreme western portions of central 

and Lower Great Plains © particularly extreme | western Kansas 

and eastern portions of Colorado and New Mexico where more rain is 
still needed. Rains in southern Alabama and parts of southern Georgia 
and northwestern Florida while helpful were too light to restore satis- 
factory moisture conditions, (Summary Supplied by U.S. Weather 
Bureau). 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 


PENNSYLVANIA - LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL very abundant in 
southern area; injury extensive to clover. (Pepper). In low spots in 
central area. (Adams), POTATO LEAFHOPPER adults noted in 
southeast area, (Menusan), Severe damage in some early sweet corn 
from SEED-CORN MAGGOT, (Udine). MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE adults 
in southeast area, Control started in Bucks County for SPINACH 
LEAF MINER, 100 percent infestation of PEAR MIDGE in small com- 
mercial orchard in Luzerne County. First CODLING MOTHS in bait 
pails in Luzerne County May 26. (Gesell), Severe infestation of 
PLEECEWORMS in herd of sheep in Fulton County, Three percent 
loss or more. (Udine), 


NEW YORK - PLUM CURCULIO activity remains at low level in 
western area due to weather. Pick up in activity in Westchester - 
County but no appreciable damage in Dutchess County. TWO-SPOTTED 
SPIDER MITE heavier than usual on apples in Dutchess County. 
APPLE APHID heavier than normal on some apple varieties in 
Onondaga County. First brood ORIENTAL FRUIT MOTH flight at 
peak in Monroe County areas May 25. CABBAGE MAGGOT not 
much of problem in Rockland County, but egg-laying heavy in Cayuga 
County. IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM eggs fairly heavy on cabbage 
in Cayuga County. CUTWORMS very active on onions in Genesee 
County. (Wkly. News. Lett. ). 


MICHIGAN - GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - The following 
information is taken from a letter, dated May 28, 1954, from Mr. 
C.A. Boyer, Chief Bureau of Plant Industry, Department-of Agriculture, 
Lansing, Michigan, to Mr. A.S. Hoyt, Director Crops Regulatory 
Programs, ARS, USDA:."We wish to advise you that on May 20, 1954 
a limited infestation of gypsy moth, Porthetria dispar (L.), was dis- 
covered in an area involving approximately 10, OOO acres at the south 
edge of Lansing, Michican. Immediate action is being taken by this 
agency and the United States Department of Agriculture to eradicate 
the infestation. Application of DDT by mist blower along streets 

and roads in the infested area is nearly completed at this date. An 
emergency meeting of the Michigan Legislature has been called by 
Governor Williams for June 2 for the purpose of appropriating funds 
for immediate aerial eradicative spraying of the infested area. Plans 
are also well formulated for an extensive trapping program for adults 
during the Summer months and for further scouting this next fall. " 


Mr. Boyer advised on June 3 that the legislature had approved a bill 
for $150, O00 which will take care of the spray program in the known 
infested area this summer, will provide for extensive trapping of 

about 1, 600, OOO acres and further visual surveys later in the season. 
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
